WASHINGTON, J une 6.—Sharply crit- 


icizing President Taft, the Republicans 
and the Tariff Board, the report on the 
Underwood Woo! bill was submitted to 
the House today by the Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. 

Quoting President Taft's addresses 
after the passage of the Payne-Aldrich 
bil, in which he declared that “the 
woolen schedule is indefensibile and I 
propose to say so,” the report says: 

“Had the President made _ these 


public admissions earlier while the 
tariff of 1909 was under consideration 
by Congress, his declarations would 
have been of real service to the peo- 
Ple- and would have enabled them to 


.protest against the betrayal of the 


public welfare t> private greed. The 
Presi@mnt’s silence at that time and 
his approval of the act of 1909, made 
it impossible for him to evade his 
full share of responsibility for the 
failure of revision which he now ad- 
mits.” : 

The report deals at some length 
with the attitude of the Administra- 
tion. in not communicating to Con- 
' gress, data on the Steel Trust and 
other industries now being inves- 


tigated, and the failure of the Tariff 


Board to communicate data on the 
woolen industry. 
Tariff Board Attacked. 

“The position of the Tariff Board ap- 
pears to be” says the report, ‘“‘that they 
in conference with and under the sole 
control of the President shall be the 
sole judges ag to what part of the data 
they colject may be likely to be of ser- 
vice for purposes of Legislation and 
this situation must be considered with 
reference to the viewpoint of the Pres- 
fdent concerning tariff legislation. 

“Tt therefore not impossible that there 
may be some such delay in the com- 
munication to the Congress of statistical 
information collected by the Tariff 
Board concerning wool and woolen 
goods as there has been in communicat- 
ing to Congress or making public the 
Gata by the bureau of corporations con- 
cerning investigations of the steel and 
other industries.”’ 

20 Per Cent Defended. 

In explaining the determination of 
the committee not to put raw wool 
on the free list, but to reduce the 
present duty to 20 per cent advalorem, 
the committee insist as the Demo- 
cratic caucus did, that the duty “is not 
to be construed as an abandonment 
of any Democratic policy.” 

“The present situation of the trea- 
sury,” the report states, “follows a 
long course of unwaranted extrava- 
gance by the Republican party and 
the appropriations already made by 
the Sixty-first Congress, which the 
Democratic minority could not limit, 
require that the revenue from cus- 
toms duties in the immediate future 
be maintained at approximately the 
total of the fiscal year 1910.” 

The committee states that there is no 
sufficient reason for continuing the 
complicated and troublesome system of 
classification of raw wools, character- 
izing it as “‘a great burden and annoy- 
ance to customs service and adding to 
the expense of collecting duties on raw 
wools.”’

| FREAK LIGHTNING

Hits Chimney and Scatters Soot, 
but Leaves Family Uninjured 
After Capers. 


A freak bolt of lightning hit the chim- 
ney of a flat at 5659 Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue at 2 a. m., Tuesday, spread a thick 
layer of soot over Henry Held and his 
family. asleep in a room on the second 

oor, and played pranks through the 
lower flat, the tenants of which had 
moved out Monday afternoon. 

Sever.-year-old Farrell Held was in a 
bed near the chimney and was stunned, 
but not burned, by the lightning. His 
parents supposed, when they saw his 
face blackened by the soot and heard 
no outery from™him, that he had been 
burned to death. When revived he was 
found to be unhurt. 

The bolt apparently traversed the 
leneth of the flat. It broke out two 
front windows, dropped down the front 
of the building and smashed out the 
windows below, on ‘the first floor,, rip- 
ping out the sills also. 

Then it went through the length of 
the lower flat, scorching woodwork in 
its path. It stripped the plaster from 
the kitchen and apparently spent its, 
strength there. New tenants were to 
have moved into the flat Tuesday, but 
they must wait until it is replastered, 
repapered and repaired. 


ENTOMBED MINERS 
DIG THEMSELVES OUT 


Thought Dead by Comrades, 
They Drill Narrow Hole to 


Cave, Working 2 Days. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 6—En- 
tombed in the Maraum pit of the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Co. on Friday night, Jvehn 
Welsh and Mike Solok dug their way 
out and escaped after being a little over 
two days in what they believed was to 
be their grave. 

They were at work in a heading when 
a mass of rock fell and cut them off. 
Welsh, aware they could never dig 
through in time to save their lives, de- 
cided to try to reach an old cave he 
knew'to be near. Meanwhile the cffi- 
cials believed the men had been crushed 
to death. 

Every hour Welsh and his laborer 
drove a narrow hole nearer and nearer 
to the cave, resting only when ex- 
hausted. The little food and cold tea 
in their dinner pails they made last 
as long as possible. Finally they broke 
through and clambered out to the sur- 
face.

Former Officers Have Said Gard- 
ner Case Discouraged Invest- 
ors, Delayed Business. 


Depositions in the suit of August 
Schoellhorn and John Nooter, North 8t. 
Louis manufacturers, against the Mid- 
Continent Casualty Co., were filed Tues- 
day afternoon in Judge Allen’s court. 


The depositions included those of James 
Y. Player, former city collector ana 
former president of the company; James 
Y. Player, former city comptroller and 
former vice-president of the company; 
and George H. Small, former United 
States subtreasurer, who was one of 
the-organizers of the company. 

Schoellhorn is-.president of the Schoell- 
horn-Albrecht Machine Co., and Nooter 
is president of the John Nooter Boiler 
Works Co. They filed suit last Sep- 
tember, asking that the Mid-Continent 
Casualty Co. be required to return them 
money given in part payment for stock, 
and that notes given to secure the pay- 
ment of the balance be canceled. 

Finds Note With a Bank. 

Schoellhorn, in his suit, alleged 
fthat it was represented to him, at 
the time he bought the stock, that 50 
pér cent of the stock had been sub- 
scribed and paid up, and that the 
company would be authorized by the 
State Insurance Department to do 
business before April 1, 1910. 

He also says that his note for $1666.66, 
given for the two-thirds balance of his 
subscription, was not to be paid until 
the company had been authorized to do 
business. But in July, 1910, he says, while 
the company still lacked authorization 
to do business, he found that his note 
had been placed with the Washington 
Bank for collection. This note he is now 
trying to force the bank to surrender on 
the ground that it was wrongfully used. 

Alleges Special Stock Rate. 

As defendants they named Player, 
Hagerman, Small, Robert S. Snow, 
Robert C. Williams, Arthur 8S. Part- 
ridge and Taylor Stith, as officers 
and agents of the company. The 
Washington National and the Broad- 
way National Banks, which hold the 
papers of the two manufacturers, are 
also named as defendants. 

Schoellhorn, in his suit, alleged 
that a special rate of $62.50 a share 
had been made to him for the stock, 
on the ground that he was a manu- 
facturer and employer of labor. He 
subscribed for 40 shares, to cost him 
$2500, and paid one-third of the sum 
in cash, giving his note for the rest. 
The purchase was made Dec. 28, 1909. 

Delay in starting the’ company’s 
business caused the two investors [9 
sue. The company’s former officers 
have stated that the delay was due 
to the Gardner insurance exposures. 
The Mid-Continent had nothing to 49 
with Harry B. Gardner’s companies, 
but people who read of the Gardner 
disclosures were discouraged from in- 
vesting in any new insurance com- 
pany. 
Two Officers Resigned. 

Player and Hagerman resigned sev- 
eral months ago, when plans for the 
absorption of the cémpany by the 
Southern Surety Co. were made. 

Player testified that the Mid-Continent 
was incorporated in September, 1909, 
with a capital stock of $250,000. 

His testimony developed the fact that 
the shares, with the exception of 9, 
were issued to Snow and Williams, two 
of the defendants, and that Snow and 
Williams were to pay $45 a’ share. 

Face Value of $25 a Share. 

Player was asked by H. A. Yonge, 
attorney for Schoellhorn, whether he 
knew, at the time that Snow & Williams 
subseribed for the stock, that they would 
not expect to pay for It. 

“On the contrary,” said Player, “I 
knew they were expected to pay for the 
stock.’’ 

Questioned as to what he knew of their 
ability to pay for the stock, Player said 
that they told him they were able to pay 
and they turned in, from time to time, 
as they sold stock, the amounts due 
for it under their contract. 

The stock for which Snow & Williams 
agreed to pay $45'a share, and for which 
Schoellhorn and Nooter paid $62.50, had 
a face value of only $25 a share. 


Paid Nothing for Stock, 
Player, in response to further ques- 


tions, said that none of the stock was 
issued to Snow & Williams untt! it 
was paid for; ‘“‘that is,”’ he added, “‘up 
to a certain point.” How much of the 
stock was sold he could not tell with- 
out reference to the books. 

Hagerman and Small testified briefly, 
and both said they had paid nothing 
for their stock, Hagerman holding one, 
share and Small 2% shares. Small said 
he never became the. actual owner of 
the shares, but was merely entered on 
the books as a subscriber to that ex- 
tent. 

The depositions were taken by Thom- 
as W. Corley, notary public, with of- 
fices in the Times Building. M. Har- 
ris, an agent who represented Snow & 
Williams. in marketing the stock, was 
also a witness.

“Harding told me,” said Ottofy, “that 
the Millikens did not know he was pnur- 
suing them, apparently, until they 
reached the hill. Milliken stopped his 
car for.some reason, and Miss Milliken 
leaned out and looked back. When she 
saw Harding she is said-to have sheut- 
ed, ‘Here he comes; he’s following us.

Carl Koeder, the music teacher who 


was fined $10 by Judge Kimmel of the 
Clark Avenue Police Court for ‘“‘mak- 
ing unusual noises” with a _ clarinet, 
is in a quandary. 

Twice before Koeder was summoned 
into ‘the Wyoming Street Police Court 
on the complaint of women neighbors 
who object to the kind and the’ dura- 
tion of the music he makes. 

The Wyoming Street Court compro- 
mised by allowing Koeder one hour 
each morning and evening to practice 
as violently as he desired on the clari- 
net, the violin and the piano. It was 
for exceeding the hour with his “un- 
usual noise’ that Kvecer was fined and 
forced to go to a cell while bond was 
being arranged. 

Mrs. Lydia Wiegert, whose testimony 
against Prof. Koeder resulted.in his be- 
ing fined Monday by Judge Kimmel for 
making unusual noises with a clari- 
net,’”’ says it was not the clarinet alone 
that made her tenants move and drove 
her to the doctor to be treated for 
nervousness. 

“It’s that parrot that sings Irish 
songs and then gets mad and scolds at 
the dog in German because the dog 
tries to howl in on the chorus,” Mrs. 
Wiegert and Mrs. A. Daman and Mrs. 
Cc. Damm told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Koeder has his studio at 3143 Chero- 
kee street, which is the middle down- 
stairs flat in a six-family house owned 
by his mother. Mrs. Wiegert and her 
husband own the adjoining block at 
3147 and 3149 Cherokee street. Mrs. A. 
Daman and family are tenants of Mrs. 
Wiegert at 3149 Cherokee. Mrs. Daman 
says she moved one door further west 
to get away from the ‘‘unusual noises.”’ 
Mrs. C. Damm is Mrs. Wiegert’s moth- 
er and makes her home in the same 
block. 

Mrs, Wiegert says that she does not 
get half ag angry at Prof. Koeder for 
playing the clarinet as his parrot does 
at his dog for trying to harmonize in 
with ‘“‘Molly, My Irish Molly.” 

“The parrot thinks he’s a good sing- 
er,”’ said Mrs. Wiegert, ‘‘and my, but 
he does get furious when the dog starts 
in. You can hear him jumping at the 
bars of the cage as he screeches at the 
dog: 

“Raus mit der! Aut den haus!” 

“We did not want to have any trouble 
with Koeder,’’ continued Mrs. Wiegert, 
“and so one evening when he comes into 
our store by the front for change for a 
$1 bill, my husband tells him in a nice 
way: 

***Koeder, ‘my husband says, ‘I just 
want to teil you so you'll know it what 
to do in time. There’s a fellow upstairs 
that says if you don’t stop that exer- 
cising on the clarient, he'll knock your

Says He Expects to Work All 
the Time After Taking Unem- 
ployed to Washington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CINCINNATI, June 6.—With his 
sleeves rolled up to his shoulders and 
his arms immersed to the elbows in 
hot dishwater, James Eads How, the 
wealthy “king of tramps of St. Louis,” 
was found, busy washing dishes in the 
cellar of a former Salvation Army lead- 
er’s Sixth avenue restaurant in this 
city by the Post-Dispatch correspondent. 
How is “just at present marshaling 
the army of the unemployed of the na- 
tion’s great cities—St. Louis, Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Philadelphia and 
others—for a march through Ohio and 
the Virginias, over the national high- 
way, “on to Washington,” ‘‘there, in 
force, to demand of President Taft and 
Congress the passage of a “right to 
work bill’”’ on behalf of the unemployed, 
very much after the style of ‘Gen.’ 
Jacob 8S. Coxey of Ohio, the ‘hobo 
chief’ of some years ago. 
Works Because He Likes To, 

“No,” said How, “I have not gone 
to work on account of any loss in my 
St. Louls income. I am working be- 
cause I believe in working as a matter 
of principle. I hold that the United 
States Government owes every man the 
chance to have gainful ° employment, 
and that every man respectful of his 
birthright should and would take ad- 
vantage of such a condition and be a 
useful member of society, if allowed to 
do so. Willing idleness is detestable to 
a man rich or poor and the idle rich 
should particularly be ashamed, for 
their idleness is from choice. 

“I arrived here Friday night by easy 
stages from St. Louis across Illinois 
and Indiafa, traveling, as is my cus- 


‘ftom, with the so-called hobo members 


of my Intefnational Brotherhood Wel- 
fare Association of the National Un- 
employed, now organized by myself in 
all of the nation’s largest cities. 

St. Louis Loses a Paper. 

“I came here to found the ‘Hobos’ 
News,’ the ‘tramps’ newspaper, since I 
discovered the unfitness of poet James 
H. Seymour of St. Louis as editor, and 
have selected Thomas Shade, a young 
Cincinnati poet, as editor-in-chief. 

“I came also to arrange final details 
for the march upon the national capital 
to demand of President Taft and Con- 
gress the enactment of a ‘right to work 
bill,’ for there are now 150,000 men in 
St. Louis and Chicago who cannot get 
remunerative employment and national 
conditions are the worst in years. 


Expects to Work Right Along. 
‘In this restaurant, owned by a 


former Salavtion Army official, Newell 
Lewis, I receive $6 per week, while the 
highest wages paid I believe is $10 per 
week for experienced help, and at the 
famed Cincinnati municipal lodging 
house, where I first applied for a bed, 
I found it closed at 5 o’clock in the 
evening and that the city requires eight 
hours’ work as payment for two scanty 
meals and a very\ordinary bed. No 
wonder the municipal lodging house of 
the average city does not offer a solu- 
tion of the problem of the underworld 
and the unemployed. 

“IT will be here a few days longer. I 
will work whenever I have the chance, 
ofter the demonstration is made by the 
ermy on the steps of the national cap- 
itol. An international meeting will be 
held in Washington about Sept. 4, and I 
cxpect to secure remedial legislation hy 
this method. I don’t expect to get back 
to St. Louis for some months,”’

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THE FREE BRIDGE BOND ISSUE. 

Now that it has been decided that the election 
to approve the new issue of bridge bonds cannot 
be held on the day set for voting on bonds for the 
State capitol, the matter can be well postponed 

‘ untti next spring. There are funds enough avail- 
able for all the work to be done on the bridge for 
two years. There is ample assurance that the 
expenditure of all the money necessary to com- 
plete the bridge undertaking as planned will be 
approved by the people, but there is much oppo- 
sition to submitting to vote the proposed bond 
issue so far in advance of the time when the 
money wil] be necessary, 

This opposition is based to some extettt on the 

gross Overestimation of cost of many details of 
the work and the improbabiiity of accurate esti- 
mates for the work for which the contemplated 
bond issue will provide funds. Desirable as _ it 
might be under some circumstances to have all 
the money available in advance, the fact that the 
people are behind the project and are committed 
to its support is all the guaranty now necessary. 
The weighty opposition to immediate approval of 
the bond issue, whether it is well or ill advised, 
is the best argument for postponement. An in- 
‘ dependent election, involving a large expense, 
would serve only to intensify this opposition 
and forbid consideration of the issue on its mer- 
its. 

The best course those charged with the peven of 
prosecuting the bridge work can pursue is to 
prosecute it in strict adherence to the approved 
plans, to the end that the city may have at the 
earliest time possible a bridge over which traffic 
of all kinds may pass without payment of tolls.

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A JEW IN THE ARMY. 
Promptly and properly President Taft over- 
ruled the decision of Col. Garrard and ordered 
that he be reprimanded for the comment he 
wrote on the application of Joseph A. Bloom, 
a young Jewish private who sought advancement 
to a lieutenancy in the regular army through 
an examination, Col. “Garrard’s views, the 
President said, were “contrary to the ideals and 
principles of this country” and othefwise. made 
it clear that the case tested his patience. 

It is impossible to disagree with the Presi- 
dent. The army is a fighting machine. Its 
officers are selected according to tests that have 
been found satisfactory and in none of these 
tests is there any rule recognizing distinctions 
of race.

business. He voiced the general sentiment of the 
trust magnates who have constructed and richly 
profited by the huge monopolistic combinations 
under the shelter of protection, when he urged 
that the Government legalize and regulate them. 

Mr. Carnegie has “got his.” So have Morgan, 
Rockefeller, Ryan, Gary and other trust makers. 
They have made enormous fortunes through priv- 
ilege and monopoly. They have capitalized mo- 
nopolistic power and possibilities to the utmost 
limit of future profits. Finding that monopoly 
cannot stand against the Sherman law under the 
sweeping anti-monopoly decisions of the Supreme 
Court they are seeking shelter and protection 
from the Government. 

Mr. Gates told how Mr. Carnegie took $325,000,- 
000 in the organization of the billion-dollar Steel 
Trust. Full information of the enormous profits 
of other combinations have been made public 
through Government investigations and prosecu- 
tions. The game of exploiting the public through 
protection, combination, capitalization and mo- 
nopolization has been played to the limit. Now 
the exploiters, having filled their pockets with 
unearned profits, want the Government’s stamp 
on the watered securities of monopolized industry 
and commerce. Having bonded and stocked their 
combinations on a 50 per cent basis, they are 
willing to compromise with the Government on a 
10 per cent dividend. 

Since monopoly cannot be reconciled with the 
existing institutions and laws, they propos@that 
institutions and laws be reconciled with monop- 
oly. Instead of revolutionizing big business on 
an anti-monopoly basis, let us, they insist revo- 
lutionize Government on a monopoly basis. Let 
us have state-regulated monopolies. Of course, 
this means the sacrifice of every principle of 
democratic government and in the end the con- 
trol of all industry and commerce by the state. 
Voluntary co-operation with individual responsi- 
bility under the law, which is the ideal of democ- 
racy, is to be exchanged for enforced col'ectivism 
under the .supervision of the Socialistic state. 
Monopoly must be saved for the benefit of its 
creators at any sacrifice, even liberty. 

Speaking abroad of protection, Mr. Carnegie 
once remarked that the “American people are 
fools.” He and his trust associates seem to think 
their folly inexhaustible. Nothing else can ac- 
count for their proposal to destroy democratic 
government in order to keep monopolists out of 
prison and to save the vaecgne of meeey for their 
enrichment. , 
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As a great magazine manufacturing center St. 
Louis will still farther surpass Chicago in the 
things that pertain to the intellect. In the mak- 
ing of sonnets, as in the making of shoes, St. 
Louis has no superior. 
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A BIVAL FOR THE MONEY BELT. 

St. Louis has an industrial population, largely 
drawn from European countries which have post- 
al savings banks in operation. In the United 
States, until the language and habits of the coun- 
try are mastered, the leather “money belt” takes 
the place of all savings systems with many. 

Such belts, sold in small stores on St. Louis 
side streets, hold more money now than ever gets 
into the statistics. How many thousands or tens 
of thousands sleep with their savings strapped 
around them in American cities no one can guess. 
In the judgment of those who may be wearing 
a sum total of millions to bed In this way, the 
habit means that their money is at least as safe 
as their lives. They do not believe that it can 
be taken from them without killing them first. 

This sort af “confidence” may be replaced by 
something better in St. Louis after July 1, when 
the Postmaster-General promises that the city 
will have one of the 1000 postal savings banks 
which will then be in operation. As the St. Louis 
bank will be one of the first opened in any large 
city, its first year will help to show what the 
money belt habit is now withdrawing from circu- 
lation and keeping ‘locked up.” Probably the 
money belt holds more actual cash than the safe- 
deposit box. The postal savings bank will reach 
nearly al] this cash finally. If the system of de- 
posits in large cities is made convenient enough, 
the effects may be immediate and the totals sur- 
prising.

The Post-Dispatch has received the 
following statement from Mr. William 
M. Chauvenet, president of the ‘Save 
the Babies’’ League, and also a member 
of the St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 
sion: 

There has been a slight misunderstand- 
ing and .consequently a little confusion in 
regard to the campaigns of The ‘‘Save the 
Babies’’ League, The Pure Milk Com- 
mission and several other organizations 
working for the cause of infants in St. 
Louis during the hot weather. 

The Pure Miik Commission, whose work 
for the last five or six years has been the 
establishment of clean and properly in- 
spected and certified dairies for the supply 
of pure milk, and whose laboratories are 
equipped for the proper care and modifi- 
cation of such milk, is still a separate 
organization, devoted to the milk supply 
alone and the distribution of it through 
stations under its direct control in vari- 
ous locations about the city. 

The “Save the Babies’’ League was or- 
ganized to take advantage of this supply 
of pure and wholesome milk, and through 
the aid of physicians, clinics and in- 
structed nurses, to teach the mothers how 
to feed their babies and otherwise care for 
them in hot weather. 

The organizations are separate; the 
ends are the same, but the good friends 
of The Milk Comission must not with- 
hold their annual subscription because 
they have already subscribed to the 
League. Without pure “milk, which is the 
foundation of the whole work, the babies 
cannot be cared for. 

Though these two bodies of workers 
have ararnged for this summer to work 
together for a common cause, both of 
them need the support of the public, of all 
the newspapers and of the thoughtful 
friends who have aided in past years. 

The work is of vital importance, and 
the self-sacrifice of those who have under- 
taken it is great, and we ask the citizens 
of St. Louis. one and all, to aid the cause 
of poor and helpless babies, but to be 
careful that the money contributed gets 
into the funds of those organizations, 
which are properly—and by this we mean
